Purdue Profs Work 
On Map of Campus 

A topographical map of College- 
ville is being composed by Prof. 
G. E. Spencer of Purdue Univer- 
sity. Prof. Spencer made a de- 
tailed survey of eight-six acres of 
the campus , includingthe- distance 
from the state highway to the 
gravel road immediately behind 
the campus, and from the north
